AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 


With regard to. agricultural products 
south of Changsha and near the railway, 
map: tea, and tea-vil, ramie grass or 
fibre, tobacco, hemp, gréundouts, sugar 
and wheat. The product indicated’to be 
of greatest predominance is tea, grown in 
the centre of the province of Hunan. 
With regard to this commodity, it must 
he borne in mind that, due to. competi- 
tion from India and Ceylon, China has 
lost ‘the predominant position which she 
once held in the tea trade. and although 
spasmodic attempts have been made from 
time to time to recover it, they so far 
have ‘proved liopeless against India and 
Ceylon’s more scientific methods of pre- 
paration. At. present, ‘the products of 
cultivation in the areas in question, to's 
great extent, are consumed locally. Al- 
though the Chinese peoples are'very ‘con- 
zervative, clinging tenaciously to estab- 
lished methods and customs, there are 
many signs .that they. are now realizing, 
the ‘advantages of western inventions an 
there is no doubt that in time their pre- 
sent methods will’ give way to more 12- 
tensive cultivatjon on scientific lines ‘and

guararitee to be given by Mr. Moh Song 
Ching, To enable, tim to make this loan, 
he applicd to the ~ Banque de  L'Indo 
Chine for an advance of a similar 
amount, ‘informing the Banque of the 
purpose for which the advance >was re- 
guired and, stating the nature of the 
scourity furnished bythe Mayar Co, The 
Banque agreed, ‘whereupon he informed 
the company that:he would, make the 
required loun, and drew up the form of 
promissory note, mill receipt and letter,:
